1.70PER CWT-AT LONDON 


Agreement to This Effect Goes in 
Force Today 
London, Ont, Oct. 1—(CP)— Un- 
der an agreement between pro- 
ducers and distributors associations, 
crdered and approved by the Milk 
Control Board of Ontario, milk 
prices in London will Increase to 
the producer from $1.45 a hundred- 
‘weight to $1.70 effective today.

for a cup of “cawfee”, is a familiar saluta- 
tion to be met with on the street, Why so 
many people want so much coffee is a 
mystery, but there is no apparent let-up 
in the appeal for dimes to keep the coffee 
flood flowing—or is it beer? Looks as if 3 
number of sackets were developing to 
coax the coin from the pockets of workers 
into the hands of the idle- Pearson's Week- 
ly recently investigated some of the most 
glaring begging rackets in London, Eng- 
land, and found one beggar with an in- 
come of one thousand pounds a year, a 
legless street singer who made six hun- 
ted pounds“a year, while “Ex-Soldier” 
bands take in fifteen pounds a day. 
“Pitches”, that is good spots for donations 
are sold for as high as seventy pounds. 
‘The entire city is divided into zones by the 
beggar trust and a particularly good 
“pitch” or spot where donations are fre- 
quent and large, is frequently sold for con- 
siderable money. It was ascertained that a 
street musician was able to buy a grocery 
business after two years. A legless street 
singer who drives home each day in taxi, 
makes three thousand dollars a year. A 
violinist changes five dollars worth of cop- 
pers into notes every day. A woman who 
carried a sickly looking child and begs in 
the ‘busses every day, with “a husband dys 
ing of consumption at home, and six child- 
ren,” was found to be a fraud. A pictur- 
esque actor appeared on the street wearing 
a placard reading “My last hope, wife and 
five children” He was investigated and 
it was found that the children existed only 
in imagination. The “destitute” father 
drives his car every morning to a garage 
near his “pitch” and returns home in it in 
the evening. Biggest and best, or worst, 
of the begging fraternity is the “King of 
the Beggars” who maintains an office and 
a private secretary. His income is in 
four figures and he catches the 8.35 every 
morning to Lunnon. He has been in busi- 
ness for twenty-five years with frequent 
changes of address. Five thousand dollars 
a year is his income, made this way, Every 
day he sends out hundreds of small pack- 
ets, containing either a song shect or a 
poem with covering letter. The letter ex- 
plains that the writer has fallen upon evil 
times and is doing this to keep his wife 
and three children fromstarvation. _ If 
the songs are not vanted Any slight assist- 
ance would be most gratefully received.

A RADIUM DISCOVERY 


Prof. J..C. McLennan, retired, of the 
University of Toronto, has been much in 
scientific’ news for years. A few days ago 
he was reported from London, that a dis- 
covery of hia had to do with the use of| 
radium, which has the nature of throwing| 
off emenations. Prof. Mclennan has dis- 
covered a way to lock up these rays in 
other ores placed with the radium in lead- 
en tubes.

SAYS FAULKNER 


Indigent Problem Serious: 
One For Medical 
Men 


London, Ont., Oct. 20—Addressing 
the Western Ontario Council of the 
‘Ontarlo Medical Association, at Ho- 
tel London, last night, Dr. J.’ A. 
Faulkner, Ontario Minister of 
Health, urged the members of his 
profession to present a united front 
to the government on the question 
of medical relief, ‘Though the is- 
sue I not one dealt with by his 
department, he gave it as his view 
‘as a member of the cabinet, as a 
physician and » citizen that a phy- 
‘siclan fs entitled to remuneration 
for work in caring for the indigent 
kek. 

He tumed then to the question 
of the overcrowding of hospitals 
with indigent patients, who he re- 
vealed remain in hospital on an 
average twice ns long as paying 
patients, ‘The government, be said, 
appeals to physicians to release 
‘such patients from the hospital as 
‘soon a& possible in order to relieve 
the farmer and other workers who 
toll to meet thelr tax bills. To 
the end that no one will be able 
to complain, against the new policy, 
‘be eald, the government is prepared 
to consider grants to convalescent, 
homes and other slich places in 
which the recovering patient may 
be Jess expensively housed. 

‘To much free insulin, he sald, 
fs another problem. ‘The govern= 
ment in 1923 established its aystem 
for the distribution of freé insulin 








to diabetics unable to pay. but the 
cost, now amounting to $100,000 a 
year being unfairly reached by the 
Breed of people of means who are 
claiming a free supply when they 
are well able to pay thelr way. 

‘The government on the other 
hand has an ample supply of serum 
for the sufferers of anterior polio- 
myletis, and be urged all physicians 
not to be afraid to use it as soon as 
a case is diagnosed.

Pirst of all, you increase the tem- 
perature of the surrounding alr, No 
matter what the temperature of the 
alr may be when you breathe it 
into your lungs, whether it be win- 
ter or summer, at each’ exhalation 
the temperature of the breathed-out 
alr ts 100 degrees Pahrenhelt. 

Secondly,’ atveach inhalati 
exhalation you actually 
the Yolume of the alr; that 45, you 
condense It; make it smaller, Lake- 
wise do you decrease the’ amount 
of oxygen in the inhaled’ air /be- 
cause your body has kept this oxy- 
gen for purpotes of creating enersy. 

Since one of the Important wastes 
of your body 1s carbon dioxide you 
naturally increase the amount of 
the later in the surrounding alr 
whenever you breathe out.

| SCHOOL ‘PLAYGROUNDS IN CAN. 
ADIAN CITIES 


© In the 70 largest cities of Canada there 
aré 1,578 publicly-controlled schools with 
1,829 individual playgrounds. The latter 
number is larger on account of about 250: 
‘schools having both boys and girls in at- 
tendance, but playing on separate grounds- 
‘Other schools are for boys alone or girls 
alone, making the distribution of 1,829 
junds between the sexes- as follows: 
Foye only, 550; girls only, 634; boys and 
girls together,.745, The extent of the 
practice of segregating the sexes varies 
greatly as between provinces, being high- 
est in the provinces where there are de- 
nominational schools, These facts’ are 
given out by the Bureau of Statistics. 
‘Only. in-20 of the 70 cities last year was 
there supervised play on any of the school 
junds during the midsummer vacation. 
eral cities have discontinued this prac- 
tice as an economy measure within the last 
few years. In five cities the supervisors 
were paid by the school board, in nine by 
the civic playgrounds authorities, and in 
six by voluntary organizations. 
> Excepting the Maritime Provinces and 
British Columbia, about one-seventh of the 
schools had skating rinks on'their grounds 
last winter. ote 
‘An indication’ of the indoor facilities for 
recreation may be had from the fact thi 
693 of the 1,678 schools have auditoriums 
that can be used as gymnasiums, while 
2020 have equipped gymnasiums. Only 
22 schools have swimming pools, and these 
‘are all in twd provinces. 


REMEMBERING DATES 


‘An interesting question is asked of its 
readers by the Woodstock Sentinel-Review 
“Have you an accurate recollection as to 
what you were doing on the first day of 
March, 19827” The point the Sentinel- 
Review wishes to make is that the average 
person does not know where he was on 
that date unleas there is special reason for! 
remembering. 

‘The matter was prompted by the case 
of Bruno Richard Hauptmann, suspected 
of being the kidnapper and murderer. of 
the Lindbergh child. On being asked a 
like question to the above, Hauptmann is 
reported to have sdid he was at home on 
that night. That happened to be the 
night when the Lindbergh child was kid- 
napped. Hauptmann says that he re- 
members going with his wife to her place 
of employment, having supper in the even- 
jng at the restaurant where she was work- 
ing and accompanying her to their home| 
where he remained all evening. ae 

‘The Woodstock editor thinks that it is 
doubtful whether many law-abiding citi- 
zens could give a detailed account of their| 
movements on a date more than two years 
ago. The editor goes on: “How many 
could definitely outline what they did on 
date one week ago, unless there happen- 
ed to be some occurrence so much differ- 
ent from the routine that it would impress, 
jtself on their memory and thereby give 
them’a basis on which to recall their 
movements? 

“The experience of, police departments, 
is to the effect that criminals almost in- 
variably take spe account of days and 
dates of their crimes so that they may be 
able to establish convincing alibis- 
police and the courts have ai raised the 
value of such records. They recognize 
that the law-abiding citizen has little oc- 
casion tto make note of any date unless 
he happens to be one of those methodical 
individuals who keep a diary. 

“In the case of the suspected abductor, 
the ability to clearly recall an occasion 
more than two years past may be inter. 
preted as evidence that he had a special 
reason to remember that date. If he ha 
no definite recollection as to what he was 
doing on that day the situation might be 
more puzzling to the officers of the law.

“The broadcasting commission got 
‘busy auking people to look for the 
missing Duteh plane and set every- 
body In Australia to gazing Into the 
sky. Soon ¥e saw the wonderful 
thing being done by Albury to help 
us. The town's electric lights were 
‘being controlled at the power sta~ 
tlon and the entire supply was be- 
Ing utltized for flashing visible 
‘Morse messages to us. It was an 
amazing and very sporting’thing to 
0. 


“The messages advised us of pre- 
arations lo receive us at the race- 
course and we were soon able to 
follow the glare of lights from as- 
‘sembled automobiles to a safe land- 
Ing place.

‘Tha care of the indigent popula- 
tion In this Province had become 
fa serious financial problem, He as- 
serted, and he ‘offered the’ sugges~ 
tlon that, through co-operation of 
all the forces concerned much could 
be done to relieve the great financial 
strain that was belng placed on the 
taxpayers.

Esperimentation With Life 


‘Witnessing is not preaching, ts not 
theology—It Is experimenting with

lcommented. 

But even this was not the bottom 
of witnessing. “The depth of wit- 
essing ts deep down in a life, is 
deep down in action, is deep down 
‘as the old adage says, ‘actions speak 
Jouder than words’, 

“There is an eloquence in action 

to which the ears of the world are| 
always attuned and which no theol- 
ogy and no academic appeal can 
reach. No person cari fall to feel 
the power of a life, near him, before’ 
him. 
It ts when men, women, members| 
‘of the church or group of a com- 
munity 20 live, so act, it is when| 
with preaching, teaching, that some 
thing in our spirit, in our actions, 
registers an impression on the minds| 
lof those with whom we are brought 
into contact. That is what Jesus 
meant—that means we have ‘wit= 
fnessed’”
